a) feeding component materials comprising the builder and optionallv a 
binder f or producing a composition to a barrel or hopper of an injection unit of an 
injection molding machine; 

b) causing the component materials to be progressed along the barrel of 
the injection molding machine towards an injection nozzle;

c) injecting tlie component materials into a mold at a temperature above the 
plastification temperature of [a] the binder;

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims in their present amended forms have overcome Lundberg, Allan or 
Raehse, the close prior art of record because none of them teaches, discloses or 
suggests a process for producing a detergent body in the manner as those specifically 
recited, in particular, wherein the solid component comprises at least 65 wt% builders 
as those recited. Neither Lundberg nor Allan teaches the recited builders. Raehse 
teaches 10 to 60 wt% builders, which is outside the scope of the present claims. 
Accordingly, the subject matter, as a whole, would not have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the detergent art.
